She 
was too seriously ill tonight to be 
told of her husband’s death. 

The wedding in South Norwalk, Ct, 
on January 16, last, was one of ‘elab- 
orate festivities with a gay round of 
dancing, which the aged millionaire 
led with the boast of his excellent 
health. While playing golf with his 
bride in Pinehurst, N. C., three weeks 
later. he was taken ill, and the cou- 
ple hurried to New York. 

Mr. Allen became paralyzed in one 
leg and suffered a general hardening 
of the arteries. 

His bride was by his bedside daily 
until she became ill with a cold, which 
developed inte pneumonia. 

Allen was suppdsed to be a bachelor 
at the time of his recent wedding, 


but it later developed he was a 
widower. His first wife was Mrs. 
Blizabeth Akers Allen, author of 


“Rock Me to Sleep, Mother,” and 
many other well-known poems. She 
died last summer. 

Allen's girl-bride is connected with 
the Van Wyck family of this city, and 
is said to be a distant relative of 
President Taft, whose wedding pres- 
ent was a gold table set. It had been

SPOKANE (Wash.) Feb. 25-—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] With the deciara- 
tion that they are in the fight to the 
finish, Spokane contractors are organ- 
izing their forces for a prolonge: 
struggle with labor unions. The strike 
precipitated last week when the open 
shoo was declared is being bitterly 
contested. 

The causes leading up to the dis- 
satisfaction of the contractors date 
back several years and hrve become 
aggravated with each enforced ad- 
vance of wages. The increase of 
wages has reached the point where in 
manv cases the investor hesitates to 
improve his property, being unable to 
figure how, with regular and special 
taxes high and the cost of build: 
heavy, he can get fair interest on his 
investment. Hence the contractor has 
had fewer jobs and his equipment is 
idle too much of the time. 

Disputes as to jurisdiction among 
unions has tied. up many jobs in Spo- 
kane, where there was wo grievance 
against the employer, and there seems 
to be no method of adjusting these 
disputes until serious loss has been 
uffered. The coritractors have de- 

anded that they be allowed to settle 
their affairs with each trade without 
the interference of other trades, but 
have been denied this privilege. 
Clashes between plumbers, steamfit- 
ters and other metal workmen have 
gone before the building tradeg coun- 
cll and thence to international unions, 
while the contractor has had to walt.

It was stated on good authority 
that the bullion was recovered from 
the rauch of the mother-in-law of 
Charles Barrett, which is located 
twenty-five miles from Salem, near 
Mehama. Charles Barrett is serving 
a term in the penitentiary here for 
defrauding the Merchants’ National 
Bank for Portland in May, 1910. It 
is believed generally that it was Bar- 
rett who made the confession of the 
Humboldt robbery to Governor West.

Jimmie Whealen, formerly propri- 
etor of a saloon in this city, Charles 
Everett and Barrett are the other 
three who were arrested on different 
charges and were alleged to have 
had Humboldt gold in their posses- 
sion. 

Charles Everett was arrested last 
October near Canyon City, Col., for 
defrauding a bank and is serving a 
ten years’ sentence as a bank forger. 
Whealen was arrested last March for 
alleged bank forgery and is now un- 
der indictment. He had in his pos- 
session 200 ounces of gold which he 
was trying to dispose of and which 
was alleged to have been stolen from 
the Humboldt. Twenty cunces of 
the gold was recovered in the San 

neisco mint. During their bank 
operations in Portland, Barrett and 
Everett lived in rooms over Wheal- 
en's saloon. 

Everett, after his arrest in Canyon 
City last September, made pat tial 
confession it is said. 

The steamer Humboldt’s strong 
room was robbed while that vessel 
was proceeding from Skagway, Al- 
aska, to Seattie. The stolen bullion 
was a portion of a shipment of 3170, 
000 from the Washington and Ala ka 
Bank of Fairbanks to the Dexter- 
Horton National Bank in Seattle. 
When the steamer reached Seattle, 
it was discovered that three of the 
wooden strong boxes had been rifled, 
and lead substituted for the stolen 
gold. The bullion had been shipped 
to eSattle in care of the Alaska-Pa- 
cific Express Company.

“The love of money is the root of 
all kinds of evil. The men of our time 
eften forget that monev is a valued 
servant, but a terrible master. and 
when man makes money his treasure. 
he will become a spiritual bankrupt. 
To him Jesus comes. saying: ‘What 
shall it profit if a man gain the whole 
world and lose his lige?’ 

“Lay not up treasures for yourself 
on earth. The prodigal young man 
makes money his treasure, because it 
secures the digsipations of the far 
country. The old man is clutched by 
the besetting sin of avarice. Slavery 
to money is one of the most pitiful of 
modern vices because it is so little re- 
buked and because in the case of those 
who have most, it may so easily be 
obscured from the sight and con- 
demnation of others. The typical mon- 
ey lover of today is not the cadaverous, 
turtive miser of fiction. but instead is 
well fed and comfortable in counte- 
nance. 

“The eye ia the lamp of the body. 
Through it the light enters, if the 
lens be transparent and clear. But if 
the eve be diseaged, clouded with 
avarice, how great ts the darkness in 
that life. No man can serve both God 
and money. If he make money his 
treasure, he will not even de 
see God. A divided allewiance is as 
impossible as for a slave who be- 
longed to two oriental masters, each 
Claiming absolute and ungoualified 
obedience. Men delude themselves in- 
to bellef that this can be done. but we 
cannot serve God and money. It must 
he God or monev. The Christian can 
make monev and snend money and be 
true to hie God. but *e -snnot make 
money his treasure.

This issue is again squarely before the 
American people and it is substantially the 
only national issue before them. It will be 
discussed in the columns of The Times in 
its various phases during the coming can- 
vass, and we will call attention now to but 
one prominent phase of it. A “tariff for 
revenue only” is, as its name implies, a 
tariff imposed for the purpose of obtaining 
revenue without regard to the effect upon 
home producers. It would follow logically 
that a high duty should be imposed upon 
articles that cannot be produced in the 
United States—such as diamonds, pearls, 
bananas, pineapples, rubber, coffee and 
tea, and a low duty upon such articles as 
we can produce here (at higher cost than 
they can be produced in Europe) such as 
cotton, woolen and iron goods. It is in 
sisted by the revenue reformers that the 
farmer should have the right to buy where 
he can buy the cheapest. That he can buy 
manufactured goods cheaper in England, or 
Belgium, or Germany, or Italy than he can 
buy them in this country, and that he 
should be encouraged to buy imported rath- 
er than home-made goods so as to swell! 
the Federal revenue. As for the home 
manufacturers and their workmen, let them 
leave the factories and the foundries to 
the silence of disuse. They are mostly Re- 
publicans, anyhow, and Democracy does not 
wish them to miss any harm that may be 
coming to them.

ployer, is necessarily an element. In the 
plan’s first year this “labor dividend” was 
$38,000, and last year it exceeded 340.000. 
Increased efficiency of the workers has 
more than repaid the company for these 


“labor dividends” to its 3000 workers. 


The United States Steel corporation also 


has a profit-sharing plan which, in 1911. 
gave the workers $1,450,000 in cash and 
the right to subscribe for 25,000 shares in
